gunner on British bombers. “I am 
unfam iliar with American train ­ 
ing methods and I m ust sta rt out 
as a raw recruit,” was the reason 
he gave for not applying for an 
officer's commission. 
David Holmes W yatt, a great 
nephew of Miss Alice Holmes, of 
Palatine, was raised in Janesville, 
W is. In September, 1940, he en­ 
tered 
the 
Royal 
Canadian 
Air 
Force and after a year’s training as 
^ a gunner, went to England where 
• 
he saw active service and later met 
M ist Rosina Blackmore of Wales. 
Because of the mountains, there 
has been little or no bombardment 
of th at section of England, but 
afte r their m arriage Mr. and Mrs. 
^ 
W yatt resided in London where 
w they experienced a number of blitz 
and know what bombing really is. 
“Fortunately,” s a y s 
W y a t t , 
“English ground forces and inter­ 
cepting planes have done such a 
fine job that the Nazi lose the larg- 
^ 
er p art of ships in their bombing 
raifis over England today.” 
Britains Are All 
Out for War 
It was Mrs. W yatt who gave to 
the reporter an inside picture of 
England at war. America has not 
begun to make sacrifices. 
Here 
is what is happening in England: 
Every able bodied man, regard­ 
less of m arried life or dependents 
(except a fewr engaged in the most 
essential work) are in the war. 
^ 
Their places a t home and in fac­ 
tories are being taken by the wom­ 
en. 
Every girl when she reaches the 
age of seventeen must chose a 
woman’s 
branch 
of the 
armed 
ar 
forces, or enter a war plant. Moth- 
• 
ers, whose youngest child is over 
12 years of age are expected to 
work in a munition or other war 
plant. 
Mrs. W yatt believes that 
two out of every three women are 
so employed. Every w'oman is reg- 
istered sim ilar to the selective ser­ 
vice in this country. Average pay 
for a woman w ar worker is $13 to 
$15 a week. 
Taxes take one half of a m an’s 
salary. The people do not complain 
and make sacrifices joyfully. There 
% 
is no talk of strikes in England 
during the war. “It is unthinkable,” 
says Mrs. W yatt. “Sentiment there 
is so much against them that pris­ 
on or possibly a 
firing squad 
would be the fate of any person 
• 
who tried in th a t manner to hold 
up w ar production.” 
Rationing 
Almost everything is rationed in 
England except coffee, of which 
very little is consumed. Here is 
^ 
a week’s quota of one person:

Butter, two ounces. 
M eat fat, two ounces. 
M argarine, 4 ounces. 
Sugar, half pound. 
Eggs, one a month. 
Tea, 2 ounces.

Meat, half pound. 
No luxury or pleasure driving is 
allowed. Train travel m ust be es­ 
sential. Cigarettes are very high. 
Clothing Rationing 
The clothing allowance per per­ 
son is 26 points for a six months 
$1 
period, which can be spent anyway 
desired, but—it takes 
7 points to buy a pair of shoes. 
18 points for a woman’s coat. 
l l points for a woolen dress. 
7 points for other dress. 
^ 
6 points for sweater. 
2 points for stockings or socks. 
I point for handkerchief. 
A man who buys a suit of clothes 
which requires 26 points will have 
no points left to buy any other 
article of clothing for a period of 
A six months.

Plan gives owners 
chance to buy back 
Tost* property 


Attorney A. F. Wild appearing 
before the Arlington Heights vil­ 
lage board Monday evening out­ 
lined a procedure th at he thought 
would bring back to the tax books 
those property owners within the 
Village th at have been delinquent 
for many years in payment of 
general taxes and special assess­ 
ments. 
The plan, as outlined by Mr. 
Wild, has as its main object,' the 
protection of the property owner, 
and at the same time gives equit­ 
able consideration to the holders 
of special assessment bonds. 
Attorney Wild’s plan would util­ 
ize the facilities of the existing 
laws covering foreclosure of tax 
delinquent properties. 
He stated 
th at the property owmer would be 
given the first opportunity to re­ 
purchase his 
property free and 
clear of all tax and special assess­ 
ments debts, voiding all accumu­ 
lated interest and penalty pay­ 
ments. The amounts of monies 
paid at such 
foreclosure sales 
are intended to 
assure to the 
County and to the Village an 
equitable yield on taxes and spe­ 
cial assessments respectively, at 
the same time, however, making 
it attractive enough to the prop­ 
erty owner, inducing him to pay 
such amounts to clear his prop­ 
erty from the delinquent tax roll. 
Mr. Wild apprised the Board 
that a banking syndicate would 
be ready to advance loans, at a 
low' rate of interest, to the own­ 
ers who did not have ready cash 
to take advantage of buying back 
their properties 
under the pro­ 
posed plan. 
Mr. Wild feels that if the prop­ 
erty ow'ner who has not paid spe­ 
cial assessments and taxes in the 
past, will be restored as an active 
taxpayer if he is given a reason­ 
able opportunity to free himself 
from the terrific fax burden now 
resting on his property. 
Later, the same evening, Village 
Attorney Hugo J. Thai expressed 
his alarm over a bill th at is be­ 
fore the 
state legislature that 
would arbitrarily require foreclos­ 
ure on all properties on which 
taxes had not been paid for ten 
years. Under the suggested law', 
holders of special assessment bonds 
w'ould probably lose their entire 
equity as property would be sold 
under the hammer regardless of 
the bid offered. 
Under the present 
statute the 
village, as trustee for holders of 
special assessment bonds, controls 
all special assessment foreclosure 
action. State interests th at favor 
the proposed law 
recently asked 
the approval of municipal officials 
to the new plan. Attorney Thai 
told the board that the new pro­ 
cedure in his estimation was con­ 
trary to the general welfare of 
local 
governments. 
The 
board 
agreed with their attorney and in­ 
structed him to oppose the plan at 
the conference to be held Friday. 
It is generally conceded that the 
tax situation in Arlington Heights 
requires the earnest attention of 
all wTho are interested in the Vil­ 
lage and its progress. 
At the 
suggestion of Mayor 
Goedke, the plan as outlined * by 
Mr. Wild, will be presented at a 
future meeting to a group of own­ 
ers of large tracts of forfeited 
properties, and will be given fur­ 
ther consideration. 


Tell how to 
obtain saga! 
for canning 


How' consumers may obtain su­ 
gar for canning and freezing this 
season’s precious fru it crop wTas 
announced this week. 
“Sugar for canning is being al­ 
lotted on about the same basis as 
last year — th at is, one pound for 
each four quarts or eight pounds 
of the finished product. A top limit 
of 25 pounds per person is set in 
the new regulations to be granted 
only in a relatively few cases 
w'here a large amount of fruit will 
be canned and preserved. W ithin 
the 25 pound per person limit, any 
family can apply for sugar to put 
up jams, jellies, and preserves at 
the rate of five pounds per individ­ 
ual. This is more generous allow­ 
ance than last year, when sugar 
for preserves was limited to one 
pound per person. 
“The applicant m ust furnish the 
following inform ation: 
W ar Ration Book I for each 
person for whom hoine canning 
sugar is sought. The total number 
of quarts or pounds of finished 
fruit to be put up. The amount of 
sugar to be used for making jams 
and 
jellies. 
(Not 
more 
than 
5 pounds per person, within the 25 
pound over-all maximum.) 
“Applications are not expected 
before May 15. No special form is 
required unless it is planned to 
sell the home product. Then appli­ 
cation may be made in person or 
by mail. The board w'ill record the 
number of pounds of sugar granted 
each person on the cover of the 
W ar Ration Book.”

Drainage action 
must come 
soon 


The insufficiency of drainage all 
over the state has created many 
problems with which 
state and 
county agencies 
are confronted. 
Demands for drainage in the coun­ 
ty have increased from year to 
year. The present law' which leaves 
the creation of a drainage dis­ 
trict to the initiative of the prop­ 
erty owner is apparently not ade­ 
quate to give the desired relief to 
those who are suffering from lack 
of drainage. 
This is particularly true in ru r­ 
al areas northwest of Chicago. In 
an attem pt to give necessary re­ 
lief a bill has been introduced in 
the house by Mr. Dinneen which 
will give the county board the 
right to .apply to the county judge 
for the creation of drainage dis­ 
tricts. 
If the property ow'ners do not 
avail themselves of 
the present 
law th at gives them 
the 
sole 
right to create drainage districts 
it is very possible th at a county 
agency wilt be created to take 
over and regulate all drainage 
within the county,* similar to the 
control of the 
m ajority of the 
highways by the state and county 
highway departments.

And because ye are sons, God hath 
sent forth the Spirit of his Son 
into your hearts, crying, Abba, 
Father. 
Wherefore thou art no 
more a servant, but a son; and if a 
son, then an heir of God through 
Christ” (Gal. 4: I, 7, 8). 
The Lesson-Sermon also included 
the following passages from the 
Christian Science textbook, “Sci­ 
ence and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures,” by Mary Baker Eddy: 
“Whatever indicates the fall of man 
or the opposite of God or God’s ab­ 
sence, is the Adam-dream, which is 
neither Mind nor man, for it is not 
begotten of the Father . . . God is 
the creator of man, and, the divine 
Principle of man remaining perfect, 
the divine idea or reflection, man, 
remains perfect : . . The relations 
of God and man, divine Principle 
and idea, are indestructible in Sci­ 
ence; and Science knows no lapse 
from nor return to harmony, but 
holds the divine order or spiritual 
law, in which God and all that He 
creates are perfect and eternal, to 
have remained unchanged in its 
eternal history” (pp. 282^470).

Just last week the bees started 
out gathering honoy from fruit 
blooms and the sap at the base of 
the maple tree flowers. The pol­ 
len necessary to raise young bees 
they obtained from the pussy-wil­ 
low which is the best early pollen 
producer in this area. 


Beekeeping 
is 
Mr. 
Freeman’s 
hobby, as it was his father’s and 
his 
grandfather’s 
before 
him. 
While he has found it one of the 
most absorbing of pastimes, he 
recommends it only as a hobby; 
for, out of some 3,500 beekeepers 
in Cook county, only two or three 
make it their livelihood. 


For a beginner Mr. Freeman 
would suggest sending for a three 
pound 
swarm 
from 
a 
southern 
state; 
Mississippi, Alabama and 
Georgia, are the best places. With 
this three pounds of bees (it runs 
about 
5,000 
bees 
to 
a 
pound) 
comes a queen, the only fertile fe­ 
male, in a separate box. 
Swarm Arrives 
The swarm arrives in a screen­ 
ed wire box which has a small hole 
in the top. 
The queen is placed 
in the hive which has been made 
ready, and the bees just follow her 
inside. 
Inside each hive are IO frames. 
Sheets of wax are placed inside 
these frames, so that the bees will 
build the comb straight. Only aft­ 
er twenty of the frames have been 
filled with honey, does Mr. Free­ 
man start taking the surplus, for 
the first frames are for the bee’s 
wanter food. 
As the season progresses addi­ 
tional sections are added from the 
top. 
Mr. 
Freeman 
collects 
his 
honey every month. He takes the 
frame off, then he takes a hot knife 
and cuts the capping off the combs 
and puts the combs into a center- 
fuge. 
He reverses the basket to 
take honey out of both sides. Then 
the honey is filtered and bottled. 
“This sounds easy, but it’s a lot 
of work,” he says. 
“When honey crystalizes many 
people think it is no longer any 
good.” But to put it back rn liquid 
form again, the ja r should be put 
in a pan of hot water between 130 
and 140 degrees. It will stay in 
honey form if this is done about 
once every six weeks,” he stressed. 
A very good take for the sum­ 
mer is IOO pounds of honey per 
swarm, but the average runs about 
25 pounds. 
As a rule only one type of Hoov­ 
er produces honey at a time. Dur­ 
ing the summer it is light in color 
and with the fall gets darker and» 
stronger. And not all flowers pro-! 
duce honey either — just about 
twenty per cent do. In some sec- j 
tions, like Kentucky, where th ere! 
is no lime in the soil, the flowers 
produce no honey and, consequent- j 
ly, there are no bees. 
Fruit blossoms and clover pro- j 
duce the most honey here, he said, 
with the exception of red clover. I 
it ig Mr. Freeman’s opinion th a t} 
the honey hees tongue is not long I 
enough to handle such a large bios-1 
som. 
% 
In addition to gathering honey j 
for their keeper, the bees perform 
a service for all in their hives’ vi­ 
cinity 
by 
pollenizing vegetables 
and fruits. 
Certain varieties, cu-

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cumbers, melons, and squash, must 
he pollenized by bees. When they 
are grown in hot houses a few 
bees are always kept inside to per­ 
form this function. 
Lays Eggs At' 
3,000 a Day 


The communal life of a swarm 
of bees is extremely complex. Only 
the queen can lay eggs and, after 
mating, does so at the rate of 3,000 
a day. 
The workers can take any egg 
which is less than three days old 
and by feeding it a special milk 
solution known professionally as 
royal jelly” produce a queen. The 
other larvae get different food. It 
takes twenty one days from larvae 
to the bee stage, and then the 
workers get an additional three 
weeks rest period while the queen 
goes right to work. 
Neither the drones (the males) 
nor the queen have tongues and 
must be fed by workers. The work­ 
ers kill off the drones simply by 
starving them to death. 
I he queen leaves the hive for 
mating, usually choosing a drone 
fi om another hive. The drone dies 
instantly after mating. 
It is be­ 
cause of this cross-breeding, Mr. 
Freeman says, that hives are in­ 
spected twice a year, for the great 
bee disease, “foul brood,” is easily 
spread. 
This 
disease 
kills 
the 
larvae. 
Dysentry is also fatal to bees. 
Mr. Freeman says they are the 
cleanest of insects, and if they can 
not get. out during the winter at 
least once every six weeks, they 
die of the dysentry. This is wha*t 
vhappened this past winter. 
The life of a worker is only six 
weeks, so that it is an entirely new 
swarm of bees by winter. It is one 
of the beekeeper’s jobs to keep go­ 
ing through the bees during the 
summer to destroy the queen cells. 
For if a new queen is produced, 
the old queen leaves taking part of 
the swarm with her. Usually this 
departing 
swarm 
collects 
on 
a 
nearby limb and, if the keeper is 
on hand, can be lured into another 
hive. 


Need Patience, 
Must Not Fear 


Handling bees requires a lot of 
patience and no fear, for if you 
are afraid the bees can smell it. 
One reason smoke is used when 
handling bees is because it acts as 
a sedative and prevents the bees 
from smelling anything else. 
Naturally, over a long period, 
Mr. Freeman gets stung a lot. He 
has built up an immunity to it now, 
so that the only place he is ever 
much affected is around his eyes. 
“The poison of the honey bee is 
identical with that of the rattle­ 
snake,” 
Mr. Freeman remarked. 
“Beekeepers have been known to 
have been bitten by rattlers with­ 
out any ill effect because of the 
immunization they had built up.” 
Ordinarily a bee won’t sting 
anyone unless it is injured or the 
queen has been harmed. But if you 
do get stung Mr. Freeman’s advice 
is to take a knife blade and scrape 
the stinger off carefully. For the 
poison sac is at the top and the 
stinger is hollow". After it is re­ 
moved apply baking soda. 
There are a lot of diverse meth­ 
ods in successful beekeeping. They 
must be kept dry, uncrowded and 
warm in winter. 
The best, but expensive, way to 
protect them during the winter in 
this climate is to pack the hives 
in a crate filled with dry leaves 
and straw, leaving the entrance 
open. 
Then, if they run out of 
food, a cold sugar sirup must be 
given them. 
So important has honey become 
since sugar rationing that bee­ 
keepers were permitted sugar ra­ 
tions to tide their bees over till 
this spring. 


FREEZING FOOD NEW METHOD 
OF PRESERVING MANY FOODS 


Freezing under very low temp­ 
eratures is a method of food pre­ 
servation which is still compara­ 
tively new to most homemakers. 
Last year several ladies in Pros­ 
pect Heights froze fruits, vege­ 
tables and meats for the first time 
with great success. 
Realizing that a large number 
this year plan to freeze the pro­ 
duce from their victory gardens, 
the Herald has asked these ladies 
to tell of their experience with 
this method. 
Mrs. Glenn Gissler, Clarendon 
ave., last summer froze some home 
grown lima beans, peas and cut 
corn. 
She said that they turned 
out as 
well as the commercial 
frozen 
vegetables and that 
she 
found the method so fast and the 
product so good that she intends 
to do a great deal more this year. 
After cleaning the vegetables 
Mrs. Gissler immersed them for 
I minute in boiling water, drained 
them and put them in cardboard 
containers. 
Then she took them 
to her nearby locker where they 
wrere 
fast 
frozen 
for 
a 
small 
charge.

freeze unit, although she says the 
method of preparation is ju st the 
same. Last year she not only froze 
vegetables, but froze a half a beef, 
50 chickens and 75 home grown 
ducks. First the fowl were cleaned 
thoroughly and wrapped in wax 
paper before freezing. 
But the 
newer method this year, Mrs. Hev­ 
erly reports, is this: dipping the 
fowl in real cold water, then put 
in the freezer, take out and dip 
in cold water again and again put 
back in freezer. The idea of this,* 
she says, is to form several layers 
of ice which, particularly in the 
case of chicken, prevents it from 
drying out so fast. 
You can not tell the difference 
between fresh and frozen chicken, 
she says, but the frozen is only 
good for about six months that 
way. 
For her vegetables, after scald­ 
ing, she puts them in the cello­ 
phane bags which she has saved 
from store foods. 
Living on a 
farm, Mrs. Heverly has found her 
deep freeze unit fine for saving 
on gas and tires. 
Encouraged by Mrs. Heverly’s 
success 
Mrs. 
Howard 
Bingham 
went even a step further. 
With 
some coils left over from a dairy, 
a freezing room was built and this 
she shares with her sister. Mrs. 
Bingham probably has the honors 
for variety of frozen foods. 
She found by freezing just the 
young and tender tips of aspara­ 
gus, it turned out very well. She 
put the spikes in cheese cloth bags 
when immersing them in the hot 
water bath, according to time di­ 
rections furnished by the Farm 
Bureau, Des Plaines. 
Corn was the most successful 
of all the vegetables, both cut and 
on the cob. Peas, too, were very 
good. 
One vegetable that Mrs. Bing­ 
ham and others report did not turn 
out too well was string beans. She 
said the reason might have been 
that they were not tender enough 
when picked. 
She also said that she wrould not 
bother with carrots- this year, be­ 
cause they weren’t too good. 
Last year she even froze fresh 
pineapple in glass jars, but, to do 
this, you must leave a lot of space 
at the top of the can to prevent 
breaking. 
The vegetables she put directly 
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into butter cartons, but the juicy 
fruits she first wrapped in wax 
paper. 
Other items frozen last year in­ 
cluded 
s p i n a c h , 
strawberries, 
peaches and raspberries. 
“There just isn’t any compari­ 
son in the ease of preparation and 
the final taste of frozen foods with 
canned foods” was the opinion of 
all who tried this new method last 
year.

News from Springfield 


By Bernice T. Van Der Vries 
Seventh District Representative, 
‘Illinois General Assembly 


Some one familiar with the Gen­ 
eral Assembly described the 63rd 
Session as a sub-committee session. 
This description was accurate if 
one may judge by the number of 
sub-committees now operating. In 
past years sub-committees were 
considered cemeteries for bills, but 
this session many bills are being 
w'orked over and re-written in such 
committees. Since many such com­ 
mittees meet on Saturdays and ev­ 
enings, the working day of the leg­ 
islator is beginning to violate the 
labor laws which they themselves 
have made. 
There will probably be fewer 
bills introduced this session than in 
previous sessions, but for import­ 
ance they are unequaled. 
Re-ap­ 
portionment seems 
to be, as it 
should one of the most important 
and controversial. Most of the bills 
and resolutions on that subject are 
trying to avoid the issue of giving 
Cook county its equal representa­ 
tion on the basis of population, and 
are trying to maintain the nine­ 
teen Senatorial districts as is now' 
the case. Probably the only way to 
successfully reapportion is to ac­ 
cept the recommendations of a 
citizens 
commission 
entirely 
di­ 
vorced from politics, as politicians 
zealously guard the boundaries of 
their own districts. The apathy of 
the citizens does not force a solu­ 
tion of the problem. 


Study School Bills 


School bills in the House 166 and 
167 are now at the stage where 
the administration will have to 
decide whether it is going to allow 
more for State Aid than provided 
in the budget. The schools through 
the above-mentioned bills provided 
for an increase of six million dol­ 
lars for the biennium. The budget 


allows about two million, all of 
which goes to equalization and 
none for fiat grants. 
With requests for increased pay­ 
ments for old age assistance, aid 
for dependent children, 
state aid 
for schools and various other de­ 
mands, the demand of a morning 
Chicago newspaper for a reduction 
of the sales tax from two to one 
per cent is c#itroversial and de­ 
batable. 
Numerous meetings with munici­ 
pal and other governmental offi­ 
cials whose governments are af­ 
fected by proposed budget and au­ 
dit bills have caused a rew riting 
of the program covered in House 
Bills 228 to 232, inclusive. 
New 
bills will be introduced this week. 
The Equal Pay for Equal Work 
as it affects women is now in a, 
sub-committee of the House. An­ 
other Bill on the same subject has 
had one hearing in the Industrial 
Affairs committee of the Senate. 
This is an extremely controversial 
measure. The principal has an ap­ 
peal, but like so much legislation 
affecting labor and industry, the 
administrative 
problems 
are 
so 
complex that one wonders wheth­ 
er this is the time to add further 
problems to the war effort. 
If 
such bills became laws all protect­ 
ive legislation for women would 
have to be repealed and the groups 
sponsoring the Equal 
Pay 
Bills 
have always opposed the Federal 
Equal Rights Amendment Legis­ 
lation because it would repeal pro­ 
tective laws.

Seventeen-year-old youths who 
are accepted for Navy A ir Force 
pilot training may be enrolled in 
the Navy’s new V-12 college pro­ 
gram before starting their avia­ 
tion training, it has been announc­ 
ed by the Naval Aviation Cadet 
Selection Board 
a t Chicago 
as 
plans are being put into effect to 
provide future Navy airmen with 
a wide university education. 
According to present arrange­ 
ments, 17-year-olds enlisted now as 
apprentice seamen in the Navy’s 
aviation or V-5 program will be 
eligible to apply for tem porary 
transfer to V-12. Applications will 
be passed on by the regular V-12 
civilian examining board. 
Accepted youths will continue as 
apprentice seamen during their 
college courses of approxim ate^ 
eight months’ duration (two equi­ 
valent sem esters), upon the com­ 
pletion of which they will be trans­ 
ferred back to V-5 as aviation ca­ 
dets and given the full pilot train­ 
ing course. This course includes

Rent control 


A rent increase may be granted 
to a landlord w’here a tenant, whose 
family consisted of a certain num­ 
ber of persons at the time of rent­ 
al, has perm itted a substantial 
number of other adults, such as 
friends or relatives, to move in 
with him. The landlord m ust file 
a petition for such an increase with 
the area rent director. He may not 
raise the rent by agreement be­ 
tween himself and the tenant, as 
this is a violation of the rent reg­ 
ulations. 
Increased occupancy, to justify 
a rent increase, m ust be substan­ 
tial and greater than normal for 
the size of dwelling involved. It 
m ust be shown that the number of 
occupants is greater than th at on 
March I, 1942. 
Normal increase in the size of a 
family is not grounds for a raise 
in rent. Each case, as in all peti­ 
tions for rent increases, must stand 
on its own merits in relationship 
to the rent regulation.

The Barrington man 
married the former Betty Szoke 
of Carpentersville on December 26, 
1941, when he was home on fur­ 
lough. 
Corporal Toppel was wounded on 
Friday the thirteenth — in No­ 
vember of 1942. He had gone from 
the United States to England and 
Ireland, and was part of the great 
convoy which exploded that great 
bombshell in North Africa in early 
November. 
Toppel and his outfit landed at 
St. Cloud, 25 miles from Oran in 
French Morocco. The ships stood 
about five miles off shore while the 
soldiers piled into landing barges 
and headed toward 
shore, under 
fire from French shore batteries. 
Two cutters, assigned the job of 
breaking the boom in the harbor, 
were shelled by a French warship. 
Only 23 men escaped from one boat 
when it went down. 
French forces, which included 
troops from the famed Foreign 
Legion, fought bitterly — under 
the command of German officers. 
But the Yanks pushed on, cap­ 
tured Oran, and went on through. 
Toppel, a member of a tank des­ 
troyer unit, was right up in the 
front of the push. 
Finally most of the German of­ 
ficers 
were 
captured, 
and 
the 
French, who had no real desire to 
fight, made peace. That night, No­ 
vember 13, Toppers outfit was bi­ 
vouacked outside Oran. A French 
sniper, armed with a machine gun, 
got through sentries in the area 
and turned his weapon on the men, 
who were dead to the world after 
almost a week with little or no 
sleep. “He got eight or ten of us,”

In 1934, Congress passed and the 
President approved an Act requir­ 
ing the Treasury to buy all silver 
mined in the United States at 
71.11 cents an ounce and by an­ 
other Act required the Treasury 
to buy foreign silver until our 
silver reserve .amounts to 25 per 
cent of our total gold and silver 
holdings. 
The world price of silver is 
45 cents an ounce and yet under 
this law we must pay 26 cents 
an ounce more than it is worth 
and purchase the entire domestic 
output. It is an out and out sub­ 
sidy to the silver producers that 
do not need such a subsidy, and, 
in fact, amounts 
to a national 
scandal. 
So far efforts to repeal this 
Act have failed due to filibuster­ 
ing tactics on the part of the sil­ 
ver bloc in the senate. There is

“there is more than one way in 
which to skin ,a cat.’’ Last Febru­ 
ary the House in its appropriation 
of the Treasury Department pro­ 
vided by amendment that no part

It came back to the House 
this week and the House stood by 
its guns. They refused to accede 
to the Senate and insisted that 
the silver purchasing must cease.

Re-reading in your last letter 
that “nothing is so static as our a t­ 
tic,” I might add, not unless it is 
I, who am lying in bed a t this very 
moment! 
Orders from the “head of the 
house” to stay here regardless of 
all other plans I may have had for 
the day, convinces me that my life 
is not entirely my own. 
I felt this laryngitis coming on 
yesterday, but there wras the laun­ 
dry to hang out, some perennials to 
transplant and the rest of the us­ 
ual routine. Today, I feel as if a 
fifty pound weight is on my chest 
and this sensation is frequently the 
forerunner of one of those long- 
drawTn-out head and chest colds. 
I’m thoroughly disgusted with my­ 
self, for I did have plans for a bet­ 
ter w’ay to use my time. 
This is the day Edward and I 
usually go to Red Cross. Edward, 
to play out of doors, but within 
range of my sight, and I, to sit 
behind the large windows of the 
headquarters and struggle with the 
difficulties of bandage making. 
The women meet but a block 
from our home to sew’, knit and 
make bandages. The m ajority give 
a full day, but I attend only in 
the morning as there is lunch to 
prepare for George and Edward’s 
nap to be considered. I am a novice 
at bandage making, as you know 
my 
contribution 
heretofore 
has 
been in the knitting field only. 
I must say the Red Cross is 
very particular about the work 
they turn out, and justly so. Each 
tiny piece of gauze must be fold­ 
ed according to exact measure­ 
ments and without a single thread 
out of place. I am learning slow­ 
ly, but when I consider the vital 
need for “helpers,” it is indeed 
worth my every effort, and I am 
glad and proud to be one of those 
contributing. My knitting at the 
present consists solely in attem pt­ 
ing to make an Army helmit — the

Matthew’ Adams, in w’hich he made 
this statem ent: “ We can take noth­ 
ing out of life until wre have gen­ 
erously put something into it.”

If it means going without pretty 
clothes, so that there will be money 
for music lessons for the children, 
we have but one choice. If it means

Preservative is 
substitute tor 
backyard flock 


“ It may be impossible to keep a 
backyard flock in order to have a 
supply of fresh eggs, but it is rel­ 
atively easy to preserve spring 
eggs for use later on,” says L. E. 
Card, professor of poultry hus­ 
bandry, U niversity of Illinois, Col­ 
lege of A griculture. 
Sodium silicate, commonly called 
“w ater glass,” is the easiest and 
most popular m aterial to use for 
this purpose. 
Inexpensive, it can 
be purchased at alm ost any drug 
store and may be used for large 
quantities of eggs. 
A six-gallon crock or clean, g al­ 
vanized can is the right size for 15 
dozen eggs, s there will be enough 
extra room to perm it the solution 
to rise ope and one-half to two 
inches above the eggs to safeguard 
ag ain st evaporation. The solution 
may be prepared by diluting one 
qu art of w ater glass w ith IO or l l 
quarts of w ater, stirrin g it th o r­ 
oughly in the jar. 
Only 
fresh 
eggs 
w ith 
clean, 
sound shells should be used, add­ 
ing them to the solution a few a t 
a tim e and placing them ju st be­ 
low the surface to settle easily to 
the bottom of the container. 
If 
stored in a reasonably cool place 
and covered to prevent evapora­ 
tion, eggs in the solution may be 
kept for six to nine m onths. Re­ 
moved only as needed for immedi­ 
ate use. the eggs should be washed 
to remove the coating of the solu­ 
tion before the shell is broken. Be­ 
fore preserved eggs are boiled, a 
pin hole should be made in the 
large end to perm it air to escape 
and prevent the shell from burst­ 
ing. 
Lim ew ater 
solution 
made 
by 
slaking two pounds of quicklime in 
a small quantity of w ater and add­ 
ing the “m ilk” thus form ed to two 
gallons of w ater provides an alte r­ 
native 
method. 
Galvanized 
con­ 
tainers are not recommended for 
use with limewater- however.

Because of the im portance of 
pressure cookers in the food con­ 
servation program , the 150,000 au­ 
thorized for production are to be 
distributed 
where 
the 
need 
is 
g reatest, regardless of locality, ac­ 
cording to foods authorities of the 
U niversity of Illinois College of 
A griculture. 
Before application is made for 
a purchase certificate, all possibil­ 
ities for sharing those already 
available in the neighborhood and 
comm unity should be checked, says 
the state advisory com m ittee to 
the state w ar board. If it is then 
necessary to apply, the applicant 
should join with four or five fam ­ 
ilies willing to share the use of 
the pressure cooker and have them 
sign his application. 
All available pressure cookers 
m ust be kept working at capacity 
throughout the season if the sur­ 
plus food crop is to be saved. The 
cookers are to be the 7-quart size 
and it has been estim ated th at one 
cooker will process seven qu art 
glass jars of vegetables approxi­ 
m ately every 1*4 hours. This al­ 
lows for the tim e required for the 
cooker to reach processing tem p­ 
erature and the period necessary 
for cooling before the jars are r e - 1 
moved. 
This m eans th at several women 
w orking together m ight process 
from 35 to 49 or m ore q u art glass 
jars in one day. 
N ot as m any 
quarts of m eat could be canned in 
one day as vegetables, since the 
processing tim e required is g re a t­ 
er, but the average fam ily would 
need less of m eat than of veg­ 
etables. These figures indicate th at 
one cooker should serve a t least 
five fam ilies averaging four par­ 
sons a fam ily, where no canning 
center is available. 
This estim ate allows an average 
of 17J/2 quarts of non-acid veg­ 
etables a person for the year, as 
recommended in the U niversity of 
Illinois 
publication, “How 
Much 
to Plant, Store and Preserve.” This 
circular gives the requirem ent for 
each person fo r the year and lists 
the am ount to plant and preserve 
and store in order to m eet these 
requirem ents. 
Since all applicants fo r purchase 
certificates are required to list the 
approxim ate am ount of canning 
which they plan to do, it has been 
suggested th at this publication be 
used in m aking the estim ate.

and Preserve” will be mailed free 
on request by the U niversity of 
Illinois College of A griculture.

“Store im m ediately” should be 
the order for wool garm ents once 
they have been thoroughly cleaned 
and the storage space is ready. De­ 
lay of even a few hours will give 
m oths and carpet beetles an oppor­ 
tunity to deposit th eir eggs which 
will hatch into larvae and cause 
dam age. 
“Since there is alw ays a chance 
th at there m ay be some moth lar­ 
vae or eggs in the clothing or 
storage space, even though you 
have exercised care, you’ll w ant 
to take ex tra precaution,” says 
Miss Fern Carl, associate in cloth­ 
ing extension, U niversity of Illi­ 
nois College of A griculture. 
Flake naphthalene, paradichior- 
obenzene or m oth balls which con­ 
tain one or both chemicals should 
go into the storage space along 
with the garm ents. 
These chem ­ 
icals give off a gas as they evap­ 
orate, which first discourages the 
larvae from feeding on wool, and if 
concentrated enough, will actually 
kill them . These m aterials should 
be 
in 
generous 
am ounts. 
The 
United States D epartm ent of A gri­ 
culture 
recommends 
at 
least 
I 
pound of either chemical for a 
trunk or chest and I pound for 
each cubic foot of closet space. 
“lf you are storing garm ents in 
a chest, tru n k or tight wooden box, 
scatter -the chemical between the 
fold of the garm ents, preferably 
between sheets of thin clean paper. 
Close all covers tightly or seal 
them . 
Chests of red cedar made 
of % inch heartwood to the extent 
of 70 per cent of the chest proper 
are dependable protectors of cloth­ 
ing from m oths and beetles, pro­ 
vided they are clean and tight and 
the clothing is freed from moths 
before it is placed in them . Chests 
of neutral woods lined w ith a thin 
cedar veneer are not dependable. 
Cedar chests may be veneered on 
the outside with hardwoods, such 
as w alnut or m ahogany w ithout 
affecting their value as moth pro­ 
tectors. 
‘ To store wool garm ents in a 
closet, place them on the top shelf, 
or hang them from hooks in light 
w eight muslin bags, I pound of 
flake naphthalene or paradichlor- 
obenzene to each IOO cubic feet of 
closet space. It is im portant th at 
the concentration of the fum es be 
m aintained by m aking sure th at 
the walls, ceiling and floor of the 
closet are tight and th at it is 
equipped with a tight-fitting door. 
A retrig erato r door is a good ex­ 
ample of the type a closet needs. 
Once the garm ents are stored, the 
closet should be kept closed. Your 
clothes are safe as long as a tight 
closet is stocked with 
sufficient 
chemical to keep the fumes concen­ 
trated. 
“G arm ent bags and cardboard 
closets are of no value in them ­ 
selves for killing m oths. The odor 
of cedar or pine oil and p rin ters’ 
ink on new spaper have no protect­ 
ive value. If you plan to use eith­ 
er of these storage devices, be un­ 
usually generous w ith the naph­ 
thalene 
or 
paradichlorobenzene, 
seal the containers and store them 
where they will not get torn or 
broken. 
W hile m oths and carpet 
beetles do not eat through paper 
or cardboard, they will gain access 
through tears or breaks, and dam ­ 
age will result. Once the paper or 


Meat rationing m eans all will 
get their share, but it is up to con­ 
sum ers to use ingenuity and skill 
both in planning and buying, says 
Miss Jean Chase, assistan t in home 
economics, U niversity of Illinois, 
College of A griculture. 


“ We should go to m arket with a 
menu plan which is flexible enough 
to include several possibilities for 
m eat, and with tim ely inform ation 
on the plentiful cuts, m eat etxend- 
ers, and m eat alternates. 


“By studying the various cuts 
of m eat and choosing the less pop­ 
ular ones, we can save both points 
and money. In using the less ex­ 
pensive cuts, it is well to rem em ­ 
ber th at all types of m eat contain 
essentially the sam e nutrients — 
protein, iron, phosphorus, and the 
B vitam ins, thiam ine, niacin and 
riboflavin. 
Even though we are 
having to use less m eat, these nu­ 
trients are necessary’ for adequate 
nutrition and m ust be included in 
each day's diet. 


“ M eat alternates — poultry, fish, 
cheese, milk, eggs and dried le­ 
gumes — will provide good pro­ 
tein, the B vitam ins and phosphor­ 
us. Also for the B vitam ins and 
iron, whole-grained and enriched 
cereals 
and 
bread 
should 
be 
stressed. 


“Consider the possibilities of us- 
ipg cereal and bread to extend a 
lim ited am ount of m eat. The m eat 
flavor combines well with both to 
make delicious m ain dishes. 


“A good extender from the nu­ 
trition standpoint is rolled oats. 
Try adding tw o-thirds of a cup of 
rolled oats (uncooked) and one- 
f a lf cup of w ater and seasonings. 
to brie pound of ground m eat for 
m eat balls or a loaf. p th eu cereals 
such as cooked rice or cornflakes 
also make a variation. 
Certain 
commercial products are now’ being 
m anufactured and advertised as 
m eat extenders. 
Many of these 
have cereals or soybeans as a base. 


“ Your favorite recipe for bread 
dressing can be used not only to 
stuff heart or in veal or beef birds, 
but between thin ham burg patties, 
in the center of a loaf or the boned 
shoulder of lamb or pork. 


“ M eat 
combines 
nicely 
with 
m any other foods such as potatoes, 
vegetables, 
h o m i n y , spaghetti, 
macaroni and noodles. Some sav­ 
ory main dishes your fam ily would 
enjoy are m eat 
pies, 
including 
plenty of vegetables and potatoes 
and topped with biscuits made of 
enriched flour, or m eat stew s in 
which less expensive cuts of m eat 
are cut into cubes, browned and 
simmered in w ater, w ith vegetables 
and potatoes being added-when the 
m eat is alm ost tender. Use dum p­ 
lings to extend the m eat flavor or 
serve 
the 
stew 
surrounded 
by 
boiled rice or hominy grits. 


‘ Leftover m eat m ay make the 
main dish of another meal w’hen it 
is combined w ith m acaroni or rice 
in a casserole or used to stuff 
green peppers. A particularly ta s­ 
ty dish is m eat turnovers. Chop 
the leftover m eat, season w ith on­ 
ion and celery and m oisten w ith 
gravy, 
broth, 
tom ato 
or 
chili 
sauce. Make a rich biscuit dough 
and roll out portions about six 
inches across. 
On each round of 
the dough, place some of the m eat 
filling, fold the dough over and 
pinch the edges together to make 
turnovers. Bake until brown in a 
hot oven. 


“F arm ers who are considering 
a delayed planting of com to es­ 
cape 
the 
European 
Corn 
Borer 
will undoubtedly be interested in 
experiences in some of the terri­ 
tories w’here corn borer has been 
an infestation for a num ber of 
years,” states Farm Adviser C. A. 
Hughes. 
“The situation at the 
present tim e may be interesting. 
In Kankakee county the w inter of 
1941-42 every corn stalk had 3.2 
borers in it. In Cook county the 
infestation was 2.5 borers. A ppar­ 
ently the borers increased in Kan­ 
kakee county much faster than in 
Cook county. This last w inter each 
IOO stalks had 240.8 borers in Kan­ 
kakee county and 32 borers in Cook 
county. For some reason, and we 
think it was the w eather, probab­ 
ly in June, the borers increased 
much faster in Kankakee county 
than in Cook. 
N evertheless we 
had fa r more infestation than K an­ 
kakee county had after they had 
severe losses in sweet corn espec­ 
ially’ from corn borers. Not only 
was a g reat deal of corn injured in 
Kankakee in sw eet com field but 
field corn suffered a very heavy in­ 
festation. 
So to begin with we 
have ten tim es as much infestation 
as 
Kankakee 
county 
had 
last 
spring. 
* 
“In Connecticut where the corn 
bbrer has been present for a long 
tim e the following experim ental 
w'ork indicates the dates of plant­ 
ing and the resultant infestation 
in sw’eet corn. Corn th a t was plan t­ 
ed April 29 had 107 eggs per ten 
plants wfith 85% of the ears in­ 
fested. Corn planted May l l had 
61 eggs per ten plants and 67% 
of ^he ears infested. M ay 19 was 
18 and 23; May 26, 6 and 13; June 
I, 41 and 19; June 8, 50 and 32. 
The infestation increased progress­ 
ively until the 23rd of June and 
tapered off to July 16. 
In other 
words in 1942 May 26 was the best 
date for planting to escape corn 
borer in Connecticut. This does not 
mean th at we should plant our 
corn 
May 26. Time of consumer 
demand is som ething to be con­ 
sidered, but it m ay be th a t if wre 
are going to have sweet corn in 
th is section it will be late planted 
sweet corn. 
Again we wish to 
point out th a t apparently a dry 
June m eans sm aller infestation and 
a w et June g reater infestation ac­ 
cording to the present inform ation 
we have.” 


Divulge new 
iarm machinery 
ration procedure 


In accordance with the new’ ra ­ 
tioning instructions, it will be nec­ 
essary fox persons applying for 
new’ farm 
lachinery to present a 
w ritten statem ent from the dealer. 
They m ust certify th at they have 
the m achinery 
or equipm ent on 
hand, tagged for Cook county or 
an untagged machine, and also 
th at he will hold it for the appli­ 
cant until the M achinery Rationing 
Com m ittee notifies the applicant. 
If the applicant 
has sufficient 
need for the m achinery requested 
and has subm itted the application 
and statem ent from the dealer, the 
application will be approved by the 
M achinery Rationing Board. 
M achinery and equipm ent need­ 
ed now or by June 15 and on hand 
at the dealers is being made avail­ 
able to the farm ers, and should 
be applied for imm ediately. Most 
dealers have a large supply of trac­ 
tor cultivators on hand. There are 
several corn planters in Cook coun­ 
ty and for the location of these 
call the AAA Office, phone A rling­ 
ton H eights 441. 
Persons needing farm m achin­ 
ery should contact their dealer for 
the statem ent described above and 
then make an application through 
the Cook County Farm M achinery 
Rationing 
Board located a t the 
AAA Office in the Farm Bureau 
building, A rlington H eights, Illi­ 
nois. 


Tests show much 
soybean seed is 
not lit for use 


Although there is a large am ount 
of soybean seed available in cen­ 
tral Illinois, nearly one-third of 
it is unfit for planting, according 
to germ ination tests made at the 
U niversity of Illinois College of 
A griculture. 
Definite shortages exist in the 
northern one-third of the state, 
says J. C. Hacklem an, professor of 
crops extension, and m any farm ­ 
ers there will have to depend on 
getting seed from these other sec­ 
tions. To aid farm ers in locating 
available supplies, th ree lists of 
test results have been prepared, 
giving nam es and addresses of pro­ 
ducers with surplus seed togeth­ 
er with the results of germ ination 
tests on each lot. Only seed test­ 
ing 80 per cent or better is listed. 
Copies of these lists m ay be ob­ 
tained upon request from the Col­ 
lege of A griculture at U rbana, or 
from the county farm adviser.

One way to increase the am ount 
of feed for each anim al is to put 
few er anim als in the pasture area, 
says E. T. Robbins, livestock ex­ 
tension specialist of the U niversity 
of Illinois College of A griculture. 
w hen the num ber of head in a 
pasture area is lim ited, each has 
plenty to eat, they are contented 
and, best of all, gain much more 
rapidly than on an overstocked 
pasture. A tw o-w ire fence around 
a good pasture is more effective for 
(attle 
than 
a 
four-w ire 
fence 
around one th at is overstocked. 
“ It’s the quality and quantity of 
grass th a t influences cattle to stay 
where they belong — not the size 
and am ount of fencing,” Robbins 
says.

And 
when Arlington Heights athletes 
start recognizing th at obligation, 
they will find the competitive per­ 
formance of themselves, and their 
teams, will automatically improve. 
G reat Personal Dividends 
Because recognition of that ob­ 
ligation will bring pride in the 
right to w'ear the “A,” and ever­ 
increasing prestige to those who 
have the athletic skill and courage 
to rate an honor that can ONLY 
be as great as the athletes them ­ 
selves w'ant to make it. 
They will find great personal 
dividends in making th at letter the 
aspiration for every boy in the 
community — from the first grade 
right up to the final year at high 
school. When a letter comes to 
mean th at much, it will only re­ 
flect the honor of belonging to an 
Arlington Heights high school ath­ 
letic team. And when athletes be­ 
gin to feel the honor and responsi­ 
bility of representing their school, 
then they begin to m erit the high 
things that sports have to offer— 
not only championships, because 
they will automatically come to 
teams w'ith that kind of morale, 
but also the intangibles, the spirit 
of working together, of achieving 
a common goal, of meriting a high 
place in the eyes of their class­ 
mates and their community. 
Oftentimes, a boy and his school 
are judged by his conduct while 
wearing his “A.” It is easy to see

credit on sport, their school and 
themselves. 
Athletes Must 
Accept Responsibility 
How often has the rem ark been 
made: “Oh, they’re just a bunch 
of those roughneck athletes from 
the high school.” 
Athletes in high school at A r­ 
lington Heights will not reach a 
high plane until the athletes them­ 
selves willingly accept the respons­ 
ibility th at goes with wearing the 
“A” . . . until the athletes defin­ 
itely set out to make that letter 
something that automatically sets 
the wearer off not alone as a star 
on the football field, or the bas­ 
ketball floor, or the baseball dia­ 
mond or the track — but even more 
im portant, th at sets him apart as 
a boy completely worthy of rep­ 
resenting his school under any set 
of circumstances, athletic or other­ 
wise. 
That letter should be so power­ 
ful that it roaches down into the 
grade school, and becomes a shin­ 
ing beacon for the youngsters who 
some day will compete in the high 
school colors.
